During the interview held on August 1 1, 2008, the undersigned explained to the examiner 
that in this invention, unlike the prior art, the flies are grown for a particular 
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time in an environment that includes the drug and then the drug is removed. It was explained 
that this was a measurement of long term plasticity. The reference as well as possible claim 
amendments were discussed. 
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
